Hollywood's “Everyday Life” 


Sirs: 


Some of our most prominent 
business men have complained to 
us concerning the photographs 
and article devoted to Hollywood 
in your issue of May 3. Naturally, 
‘we appreciate any reasonably accu- 
rate and fair publicity given to our 
community. Wedo think, however, 
that a little investigation or a 
request to us would have brought 
you more up-to-date pictures. 

We are not so concerned, how- 
ever, as to the pictures, as we are 
by the fact that no attention is 
given in the article to the fine, 
substantial part of the community 
represented by over 150,000 peo- 
ple whose lives and living habits 
are just as stable and useful as 
those of people to be found in any 
other city of the United States. 

We are proud of the Motion 
Picture Industry and all that it 
means to the cultural, educational 
and amusement facilities of mod- 
ern life; but contrary to the infer~ 
ences in your article, the froth and 
glamour of the publicized portion 
Of the industry is not the every- 
day life of any except a very small 
minority of our citizens. 

Hollywood fs the home of the 
greatest musical activity in the 
world. ‘The Hollywood Bowl with 
its symphony concerts, its operas, 
ballets, and great Shakespearean 
productions—it is the home of one 
of the finest and best known pas- 
sion plays in the world, the Pil- 
grimage Play, which occupies its 
‘own theater in the hills of Holly- 
wood. It is the home of more 
nationally known painters, seulp- 
tors, musical composers, authors, 
and other substantial artists prob- 
ably than any city of its size in 
the world. It has as fine and as 
frequent churches and better pub- 
He schools and school buildings in 
all probability than any other eity 
of its size In this country. [tis the 
home of the world’s outstanding 
Easter Sunrise Services given each 
Easter morning in the Hollywood 
Bowl at sunrise, and attended by 
from fifteen to twenty-five thou- 
‘sand people yearly. 

Within five miles of my office 
fare two of the outstanding univer- 
sities In this country, one or both 
of them would find a place in the 
first ten universities that might 
be listed for the United States in 
almost any branch of university 
statistical information.

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HENRY FORD FIGHTS UNIONISM WITHIN HIS EMPIRE 


This Supreme Individualist’s Career Spans 73 Years 


Seaiel, on May 17, Henry Ford brought offi- 
cially into the open his covert battle against 
the United Automobile Workers Union which is 
trying to set up a CIO group within his industrial 
empire. That morning, every one of the 140,000 
Ford workers found clipped to his timecard a 
little set of Fordisms (see page 31), which warned 
him of the danger and uselessness of joining a 
labor union. Promptly Homer Martin, president 
of the union, threatened to invoke the Wagner 
Act against Mr. Ford on the ground that the 
Fordisms constituted an illegal attempt to coerce 
employes. Mr. Martin himself had provoked the 
Fordisms by planning to set up two offices near the 
Ford plant in Dearborn as organizing headquarters.

KENT SCHOOL ROWING 


The Country's Crack Prep School Crew Prepares for the Schoolboy Rowing Association's Annual Regatta May 29 


hen the third annual interscholastic regatta of the 

Schoolboy Rowing Association of America is held 
at Lake Quinsigamond, Worcester, Mass. May 29, 
many an excellent school, including old and famed 
St. George’s will be represented. But from a rowing 
point of view, even the most swank and expensive 
of U.S. preparatory schools must yield to Connect 
cut’s Kent, where expense is conditioned to the pupil's 
parents’ purse and where swank is subordinated to 
the simple life.

Because Father Sill is an old crew 
man himself (1895 Columbia varsity), and because 
the Housatonic River is nearby, Kent crews have long 
been famous. In 1927 and 1930, Kent crews were the 
first U. S. boarding-school crews to row in the British 
Henley, a fixture which they won in 1933, Here- 
with some views of Kent's current rowing activities.

C of Great Britain’s vast empire (one-fourth of the world) 
is a federation of five autonomous dominions: Canada, New 
Zealand, Australia, South Africa and Ireland, (Newfoundland, 
in financial straits, has abandoned dominion status; India is 
fighting to get it.) Each has its own premier, its own legislature, 
its own seat, side by side with other sovereign peoples, in the 
League of Nations. Each jealously guards its own dominion 
rights. Should England, the mother country, go to war, it is 
probable, but not guaranteed, that her dominions would do like- 
wise, For, by the Imperial Conference of 1926, each has declared 
itself “master of its destin; 

Strongest tie of alliance between these federated nations is the 
Crown. ‘This year, for the first time in British history, each 
dominion pledged its allegiance independently to the King; in 
turn bestowed upon him, by act of its own legislature, sov- 
ereignty over its own domain, Sole exception was the Irish Pree 
State, whose new constitution fails even to mention George VI’s 
. But from all other corners of Britain's 13,000,000 square 
came premiers, maharajas, sultans, princes and chieftains 
to pay fealty to an English king. d Britain's 750 
peers. Not until they had all gathered in Westminster Abbey 
did the Archbishop of Canterbury place St. Edward’s Crown on 
George's head. At that signal all shouted thrice: “God save the 
King!” ‘Then, d the primate pray: 
“God crown you with a crown of glory.” Next day, the Prime 
Ministers of the dominions met in an Imperial Conference to
